DRAWING IT MILD 


Hon. R. B. Bennett told an audience at 
Antigonish, Nova Scotia: “I am not talk- 
ing about high or low tariff, but whatever 
is necessary to give our people an equal 
chance to develop Canada, and keep them 
from going to the United States, should be 
done.” 

Which seems to be a pretty fair state- 
ment of the substance of the speeches Mr. 
Bennett has bee: deiiveiing in the sea- 
board provinces. If the Opposition leader 
has not really attained the state of mind 
in which he is able to “think neutrally” on 
such fundamental subjects as the tariff, 
he has apparently decided that a too ex- 
plicit definition and a vigorous assertion 
of party policies is not appropriate to hot 
weather oratory. 

Nova Scotians no doubt appreciated 
the consideration of a political leader who 
thus tempered his fiery oratory and re- | 
fused to get them “all het up” by a tariff 
controversy in dog days. ‘Whatever is 
necessary should be done” must have 
been as refreshingly soothing as one of the 
vagrant breezes which fan their favored 
shores.

The Empire Marketing Board is an 
organization created and maintained by 
the Government of Great Britain for the | 
purpose of persuading the people of | 
Great Britain to buy products grown or | 
made in Canada 
dominions. 

The board costs the 


and the other oversea |

tax-payers of | 


Great Britain about $5,000,000 per year. 
The money is spent in advertising in 
that country the products which Canada 
and the other dominions send there. This 
publicity is secured through newspaper 
advertisements, posters, and displays held 
at the more important fairs. 

The services of this organization cost 
Canada nothing. These services are given 
as a “quid pro quo” to Canada and the 
other dominions for the tariff prefer- 
ences which the dominions grant to goods 
produced in Britain. 

The board is engaged in building up in 
Britain a “sentimental preference’ for 
products which come from the other 
parts of the Empire, which shall stand in 
place of a preferential tariff. Britain has 
no general tariff, and cannot therefore re- 
ciprocate in kind the tariff preference 
given to British goods in the dominions 

There is evidence that the publicity | 
thus given to Canadian and other domin- 
ion products in Britain has produced re- 
sults. Had it not done so, the British 
Government would have abolished the 
board and stopped the waste of money. 

It is well that steps are being taken 
to acquaint Canadians more generally 
with the existence, nature and functions 
of the Marketing Board. The better its | 
work is understood here the better work 
it will be able to de for Canada in pushing 
the sale of Canadian goods in Britain 


THE ALBERTA MUD 


No one who respects the truth or 
possesses sense will deny that ungravelled 
roads in Alberta have been muddy during 
a good part of the present summer. In 
the nature of things it could not be other- 
wise.

All stammerers must remember that 
breath is the very foundation of 
speech. Some stammesx because they 
shut the breath off, and others be- 
cause they waste it. One closes the 
glottis, or little trap door in_ the 
throat and holds it tightly closed 
while trying to speak; the other lets 
the air ou’ first and then tries to 
speak without sufficient breath 

Stammerers try to speak in a jerky 
chopped way, and must learn to speak 
smoothly and distinctly, allowing one 
word to almost run into the other 

In most all cases of stammering the 
head oscillates too loosely upon the 
neck. The head should be neither 
thrown upwards, downwards, or side- 
ways, and the chin should not be 
dropped 

Most stammerers can sing, because 
in singing the breath is steadily ex- 
pelled, and the sound of one word ts 
vibrated into the next. The stam- 


merer should read or repeat sentences | 
in a low tone of voice, and with al-| 


most a humming sound as one word 
leads to the other 

I have seen many bad cases of 
years’ standing cured within two or 
three weeks of proper training. It is 
most helpful to have a competent in- 
structor handle each individual case, 
although Professor Ennis. wiio is a 
national authority on this subject, as- 
sures me that a high percentage of 
results can be received in class work

llikely to become a puzzling failure 
| They abound among scudents who get 
|the notion that studies and ideas are 
}more important than jobs; they are 
lnot, A student should accept the job 
lof studying in a workmanlike spirit; 
{that’s the complaint against the col- 
leges—that they invite loafing on the 
job. The supporting qualities for stu- 
dents and job workers are the same. 
| Second is a less evident and less 
encouraging factor. Many puzzling 
{failures are by nature peculiar in 
}mind; they belong almost without ex- 
jception to the ingrowing minds, call- 
jed the introverts.
